FRIGHTFUL DISASTER.

Loss of the Steamer Mittie Stephens by
Fire—Sixty-three Passengers Lost
—Terrivle Scenes on Bpard.

A brief elegram recelved some fow dnys
glnoe announoad she ovenrrence of a terrible
disaster on Red Iiver, Texas, the sleamer
Mittle Stophens being burned to Lhe waler's
edge. The names of the slgty-threée passongars
who woere lost have been published. The fol
lowing deseription of the casanily, taken from
the New Orieans Tones of the Lith fost, will
command nttentlon:— .

with the exception of perhaps here and there
A party at poker, and by 12 o'closk or midnlzht,
nE the boat was silll forty mlles from Jetl r-
son,and with no prospect of reaching thore
pefore daylight, there was scarosly auy one
stirring beyond thoe regularly appoloted wateh,
The bonl was, 1L 18 now supposed, sulling,
plthough the water was ten feetdeep ln various
parts of the lake, through the maln channol;

degree. The delalls that nave reached us of
the actual scene are meagre, but it necds bat
Hitle smugination Lo suppose that uo time was
Tost In dressing—that women and ehildren were
running Iin every direetlon llke pallld spectres,
vainly appealling for 4 help which would never
come, Another featura which attended the
death of these unfortunnte vietims was the
rlowness of Lthe death—ihe agonlzing suspanss
which they were called upoun to undergo, In
ordinnry accldents on boats—for Instance in
explosions, the puddenness and unexpgoeted .
ness of the calamity divest It of one
element of horror, Supposing  that the
